King’s: Proctor has been 
held by Mr F, B. Li Bowley: 
at a.salary of $10,000 a 
year. The position also 
carried the - privilege of 
private practice. 

Previously, it was held 
for many years by Mr H. L. 
‘Dennys of the same firm. 
That the Crown Solicitor 
was allowed private practice 
and an office in the Supreme 
Court building has been re- 
garded with disfavour by - 
members of the legal pro- 
fession in the Colony, 

They naturally consider 
that it conferred an undue 
advantage in the obtaining 
of business outside of his - 
salaried Government duties, 
on the fortunate occupant. of 
the office, —

in. a petition, signed by 
members of the legal firms 
in Hongkong, against the 
Crown Solicitor being allott- 
eda suite of offices. inthe 
New Law Courts to be open- 
ed next year.’
